$1,354,824,670 FOR FOREIGN 
SECURITIES IN U. S. IN 1926 


Sets Record as Source of Interna- 
tional Capital, Hitherto Held 
by Great Britain. 

By the Associated Ptess, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—A rec- 
ord was made during 1926 in the 
loaning of American investment 
funds abroad. 

The Department of Commerce 
today calculated that the value of 
foreign securities sold in the United 
States in the 12 months was $1,- 
354,824,670, or about 6 per cent 
greater than the sales for 1925. 

This amount even exceeds the 
greatest ever loaned in one year by 
the United Kingdom, which has 
hitherto been the greatest source 
of international capital. The Brit- 
ish record for foreign loans, said 
to have been set in 1913, was 
slightly under $1,000,000,000.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Cyrus 
E. Woods, nominated by President 
Coolidge for the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, told a Senate 
Committee today that he has hold- 
ings of nearly $200,000 in railroad 
and coal companies. 

Replying to Senator Wheeler 
(Dem.) of Montana, Woods listed 
the following bond holdings: 

Pennsylvania Railroad, $25,000; 
Norfolk & Western, $25,000; Santa 
Fe, $25,000: Union Pacific, $25,- 
000, Northern Pacific, $25,000. 

He said lie also held 600 shares 
of Pennsylvania stock, of a par 
value of $50 per share; 107 shares 
of the Pittsburg Coa! Co., and about 
the same number in the Westmore- 
land Coal Co., which has holdings 
in West Virginia. 

“Of course, I shall divest myself 
of all of these bond and stock hold- 
iugs as required by law if I go on 
the commission,’’ Woods said. 

“No Preconceivc. Notions.” 

Replying to Senator Neely, 
(Dem.) of West Virginia, Woods 
said he did not know at the time 
of this appointment that a case is 
pending before the Interstate Com. 
merce Commission involving the 
same question as that in the case 
brought by the Pittsburg Coal Co. 
when Woods was its general coun- 
sel. 

Woods declared he had no 
knowledge as to the rate differen- 
tial on coal from the Pennsylvania 
and the Virginia, West Virginia, 
Tennessee and Kentucky fields to 
the Great Lakes. 

“I would approach 
tion with an open mind,” 
clared. 

“Let’s jump to the question of 
rate making?” said Goft in resum- 
ing hig examination. ‘“‘Have you 
had any experience in that?”

Passage of Act Considered | 


Advisable to Assure Ade- 
quate Authority to City 
of St. Louis. | 


An enabling act to permit the 
city to build a rapid transit sys- 
tem, including subways, by bond 
issues and to asses benefits against 
property owners ,drafted by City 
Counselor Muench and Associate 
Counselor Ferris, was approved to- 
day by the Rapid Transit Commit- 
tee of the Board of Aldermen, and 
will be submitted to the State Leg- 
islature at once. 

The aldermanic committee, 
which has taken leadership in seek- 


ing a solution of the St. 
transportation problem, has pro- 
posed to bring about betterments 
as early as possible, and this act, 
prepared at its request, is a pre- 
liminary step. 

Counselor Muench believes pas- 
sage of the act is advisable to as- 
sure authority for the city. It does 
not go into the question of oper- 
ating authority, because the. city 
charter is held to grant that al- 
ready, nor into regulating powers 
vecause that might conflict with 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion. 

Advantages of the Act. 

An advantage offered by the act 
would be authority to issue rapid- 
transit bonds for periods longer 
than the present limit of 20 years. 
Another innovation would lie in 
treating major-traffic arterieg/uch 
as thesuggested double-deck boule- 
vard along Third street, as rapid- 
transit units, like car lines, 

Rapid-transit improvement is de- 
fined by the act to include every 
improvement for local public use 
in transportation of persons and 
property, designed to eliminate in- 
terference with or by ordinary 
travel, and taking the form of sub- 
ways, tunnels, elevated railways. 
‘levated streets, bridges and sur- 
face construction. Such improve- 
ments, when municipally owned or 
controlled, shall be deemed public 
works and local improvements, it is 
provided. 

All® Missouri cities of 75,000 or 
more population would be author- 
ized to own, build and acquire by 
condemnation, }j urchase or lease 
within or -vithout their corporate 
limits any rapid-transit improve- 
ment, and to use it or permit its 
use by cars, busses or other ve- 
iicles. Right of use may be grant- 
ed to others on the. cities’ own 
erms, 

Damage and Benefit Levies. 

Damages and benefits in acquis!- 


tion of transit improvements by 
condemnation may be assessed in 
the same manner as in condemning 
ordinary real estate, the act pro- 
vides. Payment for such things by 
assessing benefited property may 
be in whole orin part by this meth- 
od, just as ih special assessments 
for other local improvements. 

Public utility, publie improve- 
ment and general bonds may be is- 
sued by the cities for “acquiring, 
constructing, equipping, operating 
and maintaining” rapid transit fa- 
cilities. Form and denomination, 
dates of maturities, rates of inter- 
est and other details as to such 
bonds may be prescribed by ordi- 
nance, 

Rights and interests fn all or 
in part of a rapid transit improve- 
ment may be granted for public 
use to whomever and for what- 
ever terms the cities may deem 
best. 

Commission Provided For. 

A Rapid Transit Commissioner or 
commission to carry out provisions 
fo the act may be established by 
ordinance, fixing qualifications, 
powers, terms of office and kindred 
factors. 

A group of representatives of the 
Civic Committee on Rapid Transit, 
comprising J. F. O. Reller, William 
Caulfield, Baxter L. Brown, Philip 
N. Moore and Charles F. Hatfield, 
will work for passage of the act at

NEW TRATIC ORDER 


PROTECTS PEDESTRIAN 


Policeman Now Signals Ve- 
hicles to Proceed Only When 
the Street Is Clear. 


A new system of traffic signals 
intended to give the pedestrian 
greater protection at street cross- 
ings was promulgated by Chief of 


Police Gerk today and begun by 
traffic policemen throughout the 
city. 

Heretofore traffic officers 
wishing to change the direction cf 
traffic, have blown one or more 
blasts on a whistle to attract at- 
tention of drivers and have then 
allowed vehicles to proceed imme- 
diately in the direction indicated, 
upon motion with the arm. 

Under the new system, the of- 
ficer, after bringing all] traffic to 
a halt, must.look about him to see 
that the st hie clear of pedes- 
trians before swtoWing drivers to 
eo forward. If traffic is moving 
north and south, for instance, he 
effects the change in the following 
manner: 

He blows one long blast on his 
whistle and raises his right arm. 
This means that all vehicles except 
those already in the crossing must 
stop. He then looks about to see 
that the way is clear and gives the 
usual arm signal fo indicate that 
traffic will move east and west, He 
then starts it in motion in that di- 
rection by blowing two blasts on 
the whistle. Drivers are not to act 
upon the arm signal until the whis- 
tle blows twice. 

Chief Gerk said today that the 
Police Department had been trying 
for some time to hit upon a regula- 
tion which would remove as far as 
possible the hazards to pedestrians 
and that this system seemed the 
mcst feasible. 

“We realize that the new system 
will slow up traffic,” he said, “and 
that the economic loss will be con- 
siderable. But then, we have far 
more pedestrians than we have au- 
tomobile drivers and we want to 
give the pedestrian all the protec- 
tion we possibly can.”

CHAMPION’S CONTRACT SETS 
RECORD; FIGHT IN SEPTEMBER 


$400,000 and 50 Per 


Agreed to in St. Louis—Dempsey to 
Battle Last of Five Contenders. 


Cent Over $1,000,000 


Gene Tunney signed a contract 
today in St. Louis to defend his 
title, probably next September. 
against the winner*’ of Promoter 
“Tex” Rickard’s heavyweight elim- 
ination tournament and probably 
will receiVe the biggest guarantee 
ever offered a boxer. Jack Dempsey 
was paid about $800,000 when he 
fought Tunney in Philadelphia last 
September. 

The agreement was reached ata 
conference this morning at the 
Bellerive Country Club, and the 
contract was signed at Hotel Jef- 
ferson shortly after noon, 

Rickard’s elimination plans in- 
volve six boxers. Five of them— 
Jack Delaney, Jack Sharkey, Pao- 
lino Uzeudun, Jim Maloney and 
Paul Berlenbach—will fight it out 
among themselves for the right to 
meet Dempsey, and the victor in 
this bout will be matched with 
Tunney. 

Tunney’s agreement with Rick- 
ard will go into effect next July 1. 


The champion has agreed not to 
fight before that date. Rickard’s| 


agreement calls for a bout before | 


next Jan. 1. 

The next world championship 
bout is expected to be held in the 
Yankee Stadium. New York, which 
Rickard has undéfr lease for bouts. 


Rickard plans to save Dempsey 


to fight the best of the five other 
fighters in the elimination tourna. 
ment because he thinks Jack ranks 
next to his conqueror. 

Present at the conference here, 
besides Tunney and Rickard, the 
master promoter of world title 
fights, were “Billy” Gibson, Tun- 
ney’s manager; “Bill” McCabe, ad- 
viser to the heavyweight champion, 
and Dudley Field Malone, attorney 
for Tunney. 

The agreement is said to call for 
a flat guarantee of $400,000 for 
Tunney, and 50 per cent of the net 
proceeds over $1,000,000, 

The percentage is expected to 
net Tunney enough to make, his 
return equal to or greater than that 
of Dempsey in the Philadelphia 
meeting. 

It also was announced that 
Rickard,. under the terms of the 
agreement, must pay Tunney $100,- 
000 within the next five days and 
another $100,000 when the man to 
face him is selected. 

‘As soon as my vaudeville work 
is concluded, I will start training 
again,” Tunney said. * I will 
allow more than two months for ac-

A probable loss of $150,000 to a 
single client of the Wagner-Grant- 
Bell Realty Co., through the pur- 
chase of deeds of trust of a lower 
preferential rank than was repre- 
sented in their sale, developed to- 
day, in the temporary receliver’s ex- 
amination of the affairs of the col- 
lapsed family concern, whose young 
secretary-treasurer, Edward W. 
Grar!, disappeared five days ago. 
This loss is of the same charac- 
ter as the apparent loss of $115,000 
to two of the realty company’s oth- 
er clients, who filed the receiver- 
ship suit yesterday.

Naval Base for Italy. 


The agreement for support is 
evidently precise and also is sij- 
posed to include disposition of tho 
Balearic Islands in case of war, 
when Italy would have the right to 
use them as a naval base. 

Details as to the reason for the 
amnesty came from the King-hin- 
self. He explained the amnesty to 
the leaders of the revolt in lang- 
uage that left him in no doubé, and 
the word spread from them unt! it 
is common knowledge in the army 
that the artillery officers were giv- 
en amnesty because they were 
needed. 

King Alfonso trie4 a month ago 
to induce the officers to return. 
The Gaizeta de Madrid, official or- 
gan, published at the end of No- 
vember an official decree calling 
on the artillery officers to report 
| foe duty. The conditions were only 

a Geclaration of submission and the 
enhanc ore of a paper agreeing to ac- 
‘cept in a body the Government's 
plan. 
Although this affected more than 
|2000 officers, only 16 had returned 
by the time Hmit, Dec, &: so the 
King summoned the artillery con:- 
imander, the Marquis di Sommerm- 
los, and Capt. Ripol, -repredenting 
the unyielding artillery officers.
